CLARK STREET M. E. CHURCH. 


“A Noble Enterprise Completed, 


era long 
to be remembered by the numerous society of 
worshippers, for years past accustomed to seck 
their sanctuary on the corne® of Clark and 
| Wasbington streets, ‘The Clark Street M. E. 
Chureh and Society is one of the oldest, if not 
the senior of all others in its denomination, in 
our city. Fourteen years ago they were wor- 
shipping in an old frame structure on the lot 
stil! occupied by them. We were then a city of 
12,000 inhabitants. 

In May, 1815, the.old frame building passed 
away before the march of improvement, and in 
1845 a substantial brick edifice was erected, 
which itself, last season, in its turn, yielded to 
the universal law of progress. The site has be- 
come one of the most valuable in the city. The 
brick Charch was not a very venerable antique, 
but it awkwardly and inadequately filled the 
large lot owned by thé society. It was further 
| aod most important of all, below grade, there 
raised some six feet, and hence in a brief space 
of time, last season, from the first decision upon 
its fate, ite last stone was levelled, and on Fri- 
day, the 4th day of August, the corner stone of 
the new edifice was laid with appropriate excr- 
cises, participated in by its esteemed pastor, 
Rev, M. Baume, now « missionary abroad, and 
other well known clergymen. 


From that time forward the work hae been 


pushed with as much promptness as was con:iist- 
ent with the desired end of stability and jper- 
manence, and under the eyes of our. citizems a 
goodly marble structure, one of the finest in the 
ety, has risen, until it stands completed, and 
now fully commissioned for its destined uses. 


After much deliberation, a form of edifice was 


agreed upon, which presents externally on both 
the Clark and Washington street fronts, the ap 
pearance of a first clasa Athens marble busiitess 


, foar stories high. © It has a froutof eighty 


on Washington by one hundred and thirty feet 
on Clask street, four stories in height, with a 
full basement. The building gives eight stores 
en the latter and one ‘om the former street, fitted 
up in the best style, as worthy their central lo- 
cation. The second floor is devoted to offices, 
all of the best class, and from their qualities of 
eonvenience and airiness, in immediate requisi 
tion. 


The Church purposes ofnain andience room, 


lecture and class rooms are most admirably 
served in the third and fourth stories. The 
| former is 62 by by 84 feet, and 33 feet high, the 
desk occupying the centre of the east wall, the 
seats and a semi-circular gallery arranged in an 
amphitheatre, giving to each person of the one 
thousand it will comfortabiy accommodate, a 
full and unobstructed view of the speaker. 
Thus mach of the shape, which is, worthy of 
. all praise. The style of decoration adopted is 
neat and elegant. The wood work and stucco 
work ‘are of a description suitable to the purpo- 
ses of the room, and highly artistic. The same 
ean hardly be said of the fresco, which comes 
the most unpleasantly near being “ distemper” 
work of any we have seen on what should have 
been theweale. The artist had better confine 
himself to painting the ouiside of buildings un- 
til such time as from small beginnings he ‘cap 
come to produce better results in fresco. 

The lecture rooms and class rooms are in ar- 
rangement and size all that could be desired, 
and of the whole church portion of the struc- 
ture it deserves to be said that while it is cen 
tral and in the very heart of our business, the 
‘worshipers are above the din and dust of our 
stroets. 

By the terms on which this property is held 
by the Society, the income ia to go te the sup- 
port of publie worship and to Church extension, 
to which purposes this sterling and beautiful 
improvement of our city comes in as destined 
to bear its share in the moral improvement —the 
end of all Church enterprise. 

The cost of the whole structure will be about 
$70,000. It reflects high credit on its architect, 
Mr. Burling, and also upon Messrs. Hambleton 


& Goodwin, masons, and Baker & McEwen, car
